REPORT TO PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


The following official report from Colonel 
Commandant F. C. Ward has been received by 
the Irish Provisional Government 

On Monday, the 20th instant, I met the 
Southern representatives of the British Govern- 
ment (Colonel Montague Bates and Colonel 
Boyce) at their headquarters, Monaghan. We 
discussed the border question in, detail. 
pointed out that the two urgent matters that 
were causing anxiety and irritation were the 
continued detention of the men arrested in 
Enniskillen on the night of the raid over the 
border and the arrest and detention of Irish 
officers in Newry. I made it clear that peace 
on the border was impossible and further raids 
certain to occur unless thesé men and men 
similarly circumstanced were immediately re- 
leased. 

They agreed with my view-point, and arranged 
to meet the members of the Commission from 
the Northern area on Tuesday, 21st instant. 

We met on the Monaghan-Tyrone border. 
Major Clemson attended on behalf of the British 


‘| Government and District Inspector King on 


behalf of the Ulster Government. It was unani- 
mously agréed that these should be immediately 
released in the interest of peace, and Major 
Clemson arranged to proceed immediately to 
Belfast and personally place our views before 
the North-Eastern authorities. 


AN UNDERTAKING,

In any case, the execution of some of the 
decisions of the Genoa Conference is likely to 
be entrusted to the League of Nations, while 
the execution of some others may be left te cer- 
tain of the Powers concerned. 

Te admission of the Soviet Government of 
Russia to take in the Genoa Conference 
will not entail its recognition, which question 
will be reserved until tne end of the Con- 
ference, the various Governments maintaining 
absolute freedom in the matter.

The position in the mines themselves is much 
the same to-night as in the last few days re- 
rding the men resuming work, notwithstand- 
ing the intense intimidation which is now pro- 
ceeding, but it is felt that, with adequa 
Government protection, there is little doubt that 
more than half of the men would by now have 
been back at work. 

Cases of intimidation of workers are reported 
from all parts of the Reef at Krugersdorp. A 
“ shiftboss’’ was kidnapped in a motor car and 
taken to a lonely part of the veldt, where the 


men set women on to kick and generally mal- 


treat him. 

A man at Modder B Mine and an official at 
Simmer and Jeck Mine were attacked at 
different places, and were so badly hammered 
that they were taken to hospital. , 

At Springs Mr. Matthews, secretary of the 
colliery; Mr. Terry, his brother-in-law, and Mrs. 
Matthews were playing cards when there was a 
knock at the door, but before it could be opened 
it was smashed in with clubs and pick handles. 

Mrs. Matthews handed her husband a re- 
volver, and he fired three times in the air. He 
was seized, however, and battered with chibs 
and sticks. 

The mob went to the house of a neighbour, 
Mr. Curran, and 50 members of the commando 
smashed in the doors. A revolver was pointed 
at Mr. Curran, but his wife stood in front of 
him and the revolver was lowered. 

Mr. Curran, however, was struck with knob- 
kerries, pick handles, and sticks, with iron 
bolts attached, kicked, and put on horseback. 
Then Mr. Matthews, who was badly injured, 
and Mr. Terry were dragged out, placed on 
horseback, with bare feet, and taken on a 
three hours’ journey over the veldt. 

They were taken before the Mayor at a 
dance in Lyric Hall, Springs, and taunted by 
the dancing crowd, but the Mayor, fearing for 
Mr. Matthews’s life, took him, with great difli- 
culty, to the hospital in the face of a hostile 
crowd. 

The other two injured men walked home.

The first. outrage took place in the evening cn 
Ne . A young man named Isaac 
Woodside McMillan, of 30 Donegore street, was 
passing a picture house when a man st Young’s 
row fired a revolver. McMillan was wounded in 
the head, and died in hospital an hour later. 

Subsequently, in the same district an attempt 
was made to shoot a barman named William 
McBreen, a Roman Catholic. McBreen was 
closing Higgen's lichouse about 9.30 .o’clock 
when a crowd col! , and several people fired 
revolvers at him. He ran away, but he was 
hit by a bullet in the leg. He was taken e 
hespital in a critical condition. As a result of 
this shooting a woman named Sarah Clarke, 
of Baltic street, who was returning home, was 
hit by a stray bullet, and received a flesh wound 
in the leg. , 

A second death took place in conseqrence of 
shooting in the Crumlin road district. A young 
man named James Hughes, of 315 Orumlin 
read, was returning home with his mother, and 
at the corner of Butler street they passed two 
men who, it is believed, turned round and 
deliberately fired three shots at Hughes, who 
was wounded in the head. He was brought 
to the Mater Hospital, where he died shortly 
after admission,

THE RUSSIAN LIABILITY, 


The Times, in & leading article upon the 
conference between Mr. Lloyd George and M. 
Poincaré. at Boulogne, says:—The tone of the 
French Press shows how much the three or four 
hours’ conversation at Boulogne has done to 
dissipate the cloud of uncertainty and suspicion 
which has hung as a dark menace over Anglo- 
French relations since Cannes. The outcome 
is welcomed warmly and aincerely in all 

uarters as a success, no; for France, nor for 

ngland, but for the Exutente and for Europe. 

M. Poincaré has shown himself, as those who 
knew him felt confident he would show. him- 
self, to be quite as reasonable as other French 
statesmen, and quite as understanding of our 
economic difficulties, if at the same time he at- 
taches greater weight to precision and to cor- 
rectness. 

It is not apparent from the accounts of the 
Boulogne meeting so far vouchsafed to us 
whether or not it has been clearly laid down 
and recognised by beth Premiers that there 
cannot be any de jure recognition of the 
Government of Lenin and his associates, either 
at the beginning or at the ei of the Con- 
ference, except upon the conditions which have 
been repeatedly named. 

At the best Russia must remain a liability 
to the civilised world, and not an aseet, for a 
great many years. Premature .ecognition 
would but aggravate this liability; it would not 
create any international asset, political or 
economic.

HOSTILITY TO EUROPEANS. 


The Times Correspondent at Allahabad tele- 
raphs:—The European community anxiously 
— that the interest in Indian affairs stimu- 
lated in England by Lord Northeliffe’s warnings 
will not be allowed to flag.

LOAN TO GREECE, 


£15,000,000 OF BRITISH MONEY 


The rumour that a British loan of £15,000,000 
to the Greek Government is still under consi- 
deration makes it necessary to ask whether the 
Prime Minister and his colleagues realise the 
certain consequences of the course they are 
pursuing, remarks The Times editorially. It is 
technically true that the British Government 
are not making this loan to Greece, and, there- 
fore, the money does not come out of the Na- 
tional Exchequer; but our Government have 
facilitated Greek negotiations for the loan from 
private sourees, and they will be morally re- 
sponsible for the resentment likely to be aroused 
in India, in Egypt, and throughout the Near 
and Middle Bast should the loan be completed.
